‘World Came to an End’ 

ASCOM CITY, Korea, Feb. 23 
(Kyodo-UP) — An American 
master sergeant who survived 
the flaming crash of a huge 
U.S. Air Foree Globemaster said 
Saturday the plane feil “just 
like the whole world came to 
an end.” 


M/Sgt. Howard Tucker, Dan- 
bury, Conn., said that “some- 
thing” slammed through the 
side of the C-124 transport just 
a few seconds before it crashed 
with 159 persons aboard, 


The 50-year-old sergeant who 
suffered a cut head, said he was 
in the forward part of the 
plane, ; 


“There was a terrifie crash,” 
he said, “and a big hole sud- 
denly opened on the side of 
the plane opposite from where 
1 was sitting, 

“The ‘piane just’ fel) Tike whey} 
whole world came to an end.” 

He scrambled out of a rear 
emergency exit and joined a 
crowd of other survivors mil- 
ling around outside the aircraft. 

Another survivor was 25-year- 
old Pfe Walter ©. Denske of 
Battlecreek, Mich. Denske said 
that when the plane crashed, 
he felt like he was rolled “down 
a big tunnel end over end, get- 
ting all cut up.” 

“Then there I was in the 
water up to my waist, and I 
could feel chunks of ice. I want- 
ed to get out of the gas. So I 
walked a couple of hundred 
yards and met a couple of other 
guys.” 

There were periodic gas ex- 
plosions from .the plane that 
lit up the sky around the sand- 
bar, he said. 

Specialist First Class Vandy 
Brown, 22, Woodruff, S.C., told 
U.P. how he escaped the crash 
without a scratch and tnen 
sprained his ankle badiy when 
he jumped from, the plane to 
escape the flames that envelop- 
ed it. : 

Brown said he thought a 
motor blew up “sending frag- 
ments everywhere.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (INS)

President Eisenhower also 
ordered disclosure of the U.S.

weekend with Israeli Ambas- 
sador Abba Eban. 

Eban, who went to Jerusalem 
earlier this week for consulta- 
tions, is expected to arrive in 
Washington Sunday morning 
with the latest Israeli. proposals. 

Hammarskjold’s announce- 
ment served to cast aside some 
of the gloom that had gathered 
in Washington when Israel con- 
tinued to reject U.S. pleas for 
withdrawal of her forces from 
Gaza and the Guif of Aqaba. 

Although Hammarskjold made 
no mention of Aqaba, there was 
a belief in Washington that the

Amid predictions by U.N, dip- 
lomats that the sanctions meas- 
ure would be defeated, U.S. offi- 
cials also regarded Egypt's man-

[I am extremely sorry for 
causing inconvenience to every- 
one through my illness, and at 
the same time feel grateful for 
the kind consideration of all 
who insist that I concentrate on 
recovering until I am fully re- 
cuperated. X 

However, the physicians have 


just recommended another two 
months of rest, whereupon I 
made deep considerations of all 
factors involved and arrived at 
the conclusion that I should re- 
sign. 

Among my friends and the 
general public, there may be 
some who think I am acting 
rather rashly. But I have made 
up my mind, 

The reason for my resolution 
to give up my post as Prime 
Minister is that the physical exa- 
mination has made it clear that 
it was impossible for me to at- 
tend the Diet session while the 
most important subject of bud- 
get compilation is under deliber- 
ation. 

I am acting in accordance 
with my conscience as a politi- 
cian. It is entirely against my 
wishes that my protracted ab- 
sence from political activities 
should result in.an unstable ad-

My desire and resolution as 
Prime Minister and leader of 
the Liberal-Democratic 
were the attainment of unity 
within the party and normaliza- 
tion of Diet management.

could never bear to see my long 
absence hinder the achievement 
of those two objectives.

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Soya Forced 
To Halt Again 
By Thick Ice 


The icebreaker Soya acdvanc- 
ed about a mile and a quarter 
through ice packs Friday morn- 
ing but was forced to stop the 
same afternoon due to thick ice, 
latest reports from the Antarc- 
tic expedition said Saturday 
morning. 

Eastward winds had pushed 
ice packs toward the Antarctic 
continent where they froze into 
solid formation and all ice 
breaking operations including 
dynamite explosions could not 
blast the ice.

Paraguay 
Approves 
Emigration 


Paraguay has formally ap- 
proved the emigration of 400 
Japanese families to the Fram 
area of Itapua, in the southeast- 
ern section of that country near 
the Argentine border. 

This was reported ‘in an offi- 
cial cable received -by the For- 
eign Office Friday from Japa- 
nese Minister to Paraguay Oto 
shiro Kuroda, 

The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry the same day decided to 
send 30 families as the first 
batch of emigrants by mid 
April this year. 

The Ministry notified all pre- 
fectural governments in the na- 
tion of the formal approval of 
the emigration project by Para- 
guay and directed the local 
governments to start assembl- 
ing prospective settlers. 

According to the Ministry’s 
plan a Japanese colony will be 
founded on 35,000 acres of land 
purchased in the Fram area by 
the Japan Overseas Emigration 
Promotion Company in May 
last year. 

The company, headed by Ma- 
goshiro Shima, will build an 
emigrants’ center to accommo- 
date the first settlers and a 
primary school and other neces- 
sary establishments. 

Each family will be able to 
buy on the installment system 
from the company some 62.5 
acres of lana.

HelicoptersPlanned 
For Uranium Hunt 


The Atomic Fuel Corporation 
will use helicopters in conduc- 
ting detailed prospecting for 
uranium in the Ogamo mine 
area in Tottori Prefecture from 
late this month to mid-March. 

It is the first time helicopters 
are being mobilized for such 


purpose. 


Uranium veins at the Ogamo . 
mine, one of the most promising 


in Japan, fRiave been roughly 
scouted by planes from the air 
and by ground crews. 

Helicopters are believed to be 
most fitted for detailed prospect- 
ing sitrfce they can fly over any 
area at low speed. 

For the forthcoming prospect- 
ing operations, the helicopters 
will carry new prospecting ap- 
paratus combining the features 
of a pulse recorder and scintilla- 
tion counter. It will be capable 
of automatically recording radia- 
tion from the uranium. 

The Atomic Fuel Corporation 
has set aside a sum of ¥53 mil- 
lion as expenses for the wura- 
nium prospecting operations at 
Ogamo and two other areas.

Veal Chop Stuffed With Ham 


And Cheese Is Gourmet’s Dish

Dressed. up veal chops make a 
big hit at special parties. Deli- 
clous, full of taste surprises, a 
gourmet dish, they are fairly 
quick to prepare. Boiled ham 
and good Swiss cheese combine 
with the tender veal to produce 
one variety of this fancy fare. 
‘Veal Chops Neapolitan (Makes 

4 servings) 

Four veal chops 1 inch thick 
(2 pounds), 2 slices boiled ham, 
2 slices Swiss cheese % inch 
thick, 2 teaspoons kitchen bou- 
quet, 2 tablespoons fat, % tea- 
spoon salt, % teaspoon marjo- 
ram, % teaspoon pepper. 

Have butcher cut a pocket in 
each chop. Cut ham and cheese 
in half (or large enough to fit 
into pocket of chop) and fill 
each chop with a slice of each, 
Brush chops with kitchen bou- 
quet. 

Melt fat over moderate heat 
in large frying pan. Cook 
chops until brown on each side. 
Transfer meat to a 12 x 8 bak- 
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ing dish. Add seasoning and 
bake, uncovered, in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) for 435 
minutes. 

Serve with broiled mushroom 
crowns, if desired.

MOSCOW, Feb. 23 (Kyodo-Reuter)—The Soviet 
Union, world Olympic and European champions, are 
firm favorites to retain its world and European titles 
when the 1957 Ice Hockey Championships open here 


Sunday. 

The Soviet entered the world 
championships for the first time 
in 1954 and won the title, beat- 
ing Canada in the final match. 
Canada won in 1955, with Rus- 
sia second, but the Russians 
came back in 1956 to win both 
the world and Olympic titles, 
which were run concurrently 
during the Winter Olympics at 
Cortina d’Ampezzo, Italy. 

Canada and the United States 
are not competing in Moscow, 
so the main dangers to Rus- 
sia are likely to be Sweden, 
which last won the world 
championship in 1953, and 
Czechoslovakia, third behind 
Russia and Sweden in the 1956 
European championships. 


Japan, competing in the world 
championships for the first 
time, is virtually an unknown 
quantity but is believed to be 
well up to top European stand- 
ard. The Japanese team face 
a severe opening match on 
Sunday against Russia, but the 
result will at least give a 
pointer to Japan’s capabilities 
against toughest opposition, 


Japan meets AuStria on Feb. 
26, Poland on Feb. 27, East 
Germany on March 1, Sweden 
on March 2, Czechoslovakia on 
March 4, and Finland on March 
5, the concluding day of the 
championships.

Georgia House Rejects Bill 
Banning Inter-Racial Sports 


ATLANTA, Feb. 23 (INS)— 
The Georgia House of Repres- 
entatives Friday rejected after 
heated debate a measure which 
would have banned all imter- 
racial sporting and social events 
in the State. 


The measure was tabled by a 
vote of 89 to 78.. Opponents 
Said its passage could have 
meant the death of professional 
baseball and relegation of Geor- 
gia Tech football teams to only 
regional competition.

1. The outgoing Prime Minister hoped that his resigna- 
tion would clear the way for the early passage of the 
budget and would deter the Socialists from possibly taking 
rash action detrimental to parliamentary processes. 


It is to be hoped that Mr. Kishi in facing the legisla- 
ture in his capacity as Prime Minister will also endeavor 
to do everything within his power to strengthen the demo- 


cratic operation of the Diet. 


Needless to point out, a

The wise counsel contained in Mr. Ishibashi’s message 
to Messrs. Kishi and Miki sets a high standard for the 
incoming Prime Minister.

Asahi Shimbun in its com- 
ment on the Cabinet’s resigna- 
tion said that the Diet should 
be as prompt as possible in 
designating the new Prime 
Minister. Prompt action to 
choose the new Prime Minister 
is vital because early Diet ac- 
tion is necessary on the bud- 
get estimates for fiscal 1957-58. 
The Ishibashi Cabinet’s resigna- 
tion is not attributable to malad- 
ministration, and therefore 
shift in power from Ishibashi 
to Kishi should be permissible. 
However, the Liberal-Democra- 
tic Cabinet expected to be or- 
ganized will have to take meas- 
ures for a Lower House dis- 
solution after Diet action on the 
budget estimates. 


Mainichi Shimbun comment- 
ed on the Cabinet’s en bioc re- 
signation, stressing that ailing 
Prime Minister Ishibashi acted 
in a pertinent way. Acting 
Prime Minister Kishi should be 
designated the next Prime Min- 
ister by the Diet because the 
Ishibashi Cabinet resigned"mere- 
ly due to the Prime Minister’s 
illness, and policy matters were 
not involved, the paper said. 
Therefore, it cannot support the 
Socialist Party's demand for im- 
mediate dissolution of the Low- 
er House for a general election. 
Under the present circum- 
stances, it hoped that the 
Kishi’s Cabinet will be organiz- 
ed and the budget estimates for 
fiscal 1957-58 passed by the Diet 
as early as possible. 


Yomiuri Shimbun described 
as “pertinent and proper” ailing 
Prime Minister Ishibashi’s deci- 
sion taken to carry out the en 
masse resignation of his Cabi- 
net. Had the Prime Minister re- 
mained in office, the Govern- 
ment would have had to. com- 
pile a provisional budget, or 
take steps for a Diet recess until 
he recovered from the sickness 
or force the passage of the bud- 
get’ for fiscal 1957-58 with For- 
eign Minister Kishi acting for 
the Prime Minister. However, 
the ruling  Liberal-Democratic 
Party is not united so firmly 
that the Government can resort 
to the above measure. Ishibashi 
was courageous to resign in an 
effort to get his party from the 
predicament, it said and called 
on the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party to.take into consideration 
Ishibashi’s courageous decision 
to improve parliamentary poli- 
tics. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) 
took up the arrest of the for- 
mer president of the Miyagi 
Prefectural Federation of Fish- 
ing Industrial Associations for 
alleged embezzlement, fraudul- 
ent practices and other infam- 
ous offences, [It is suspected 
that the accused misappropriat- 
ed some ¥20 million during 
his tenure of office which last- 
ed five years and six months, 
and that the board of directors 
was ignorant of the offences al- 
legedly committed.

Tarai-Mawashi 


In political discussions, the 
expression ‘“tarai-mawashi” is 
often used. Tarai-mawashi 
(turning around a wash. tub) 
was the term originally given 
to an acrobatic show that was 
popular from the latter Toku- 
gawa days to the Meiji Era. A 
man lying on his back turned 
around with his feet a _ large, 
shallow wooden tub, similar to 
those used for washing in Japa- 
nese homes. Many tubs were 
piled high, with sometimes a 
boy sitting on top. A tub or 
several tubs were also tossed by 
foot from one to another, lying 
some distance away. It was an 
exciting show. 

The word  tarai-mawashi, 
thus, came to be used to allude 
to anything that was passed 
around. Then at Kabuto-cho 
where the stock exchange was 
opened, the term came to be 
used to indicate a trick resorted 
to by some brokers to cause a 
rise or fall in the market. %2ne 
broker would sell certain 
shares, and another in collusion 
would buy it at a high price. 
Then the first broker would 
buy it up at a still higher 
price, forcing a bullish trend 
for the benefit of the conspir- 
ing brokers. 


The term was also used in 


describing a certain trick 
adopted by the police in Meiji 
days. When the detention 
period of one who was arrested 
and held at a police station ex- 
pired, he had to be released. 
But when the police wanted 
him for further examination, 
the station arranged with an- 
other police station to arrest 
him immediately upon his re- 
lease. Thus the suspect was 
passed around several police 
stations. This practice came to 
be é¢alled tarai-mawashi. 


Later this expression was 
adopted in political circles to 
mean the passing around icf 
the administrative power 
among a few leaders. Parti- 
cularly when a coalition cabi- 
net had to resign, the premier- 
Ship was handed to one repre- 
senting another group in the 
combination so that the power 
could be Kept in the coalition. 


The Socialist Party ts charging 
that the shift of the prime minis- 
tership from Tanzan Ishibashi to 
Nobusuke Kishi is a case of “tarai- 
mawashi.” Mock Joya tells our 
readers what the term means and 
how it originated.—Editor

In Popov’s Room 


KOUSTENA Y—In this metrop- 
olis of the new Soviet frontier 
in western Siberia, the presum- 
ed sanctum sanctorum is. the 
office of the First Secretary of 
the Communist Party Commit- 
tee, Comrade Lazar Ivanovich 
Popov. 

It looks, too, as a sanctum 
sanctorum ought to look. By 
Koustenay standards, which are 
appropriately the standards of 
Tombstone, Ariz., circa 1880, it 
is a large and handsome room. 
The ikons of the holy men of 
communism are also large and 
handsome. And so is the desk 
at which Comrade Popov re 
ceives his callers ,with an ex- 
pression of stern, unbending 
purpose. 

I went to call on Comrade 
Popov in order to ask a ques- 
tion that seemed to me central- 
ly important. But it is perhaps 
better to begin by introducing 
Comrade Popov and his two 
colleagues. Second Party Sec- 
retary Yefim Andreievich Maro- 
sov and Third Party Secretary 
Aleksandr Vassilievich -Shilov. — 

They are all middle-aged men. 
They all started their careers 
in rather humble ways—Com- 
rade Popov was a primary 
school teacher, for instance. But 
all three “took up full-time 
party work a long time ago,” 
as they put it. All have follow- 
ed this specialized career since 
at least 1940, and none has had 
any higher technical training 
beyond that offered in the party 
schools, 

These, then, were the trio to 
whom I put my question. I had 
been greatly impressed by the 
boldness, size and apparent suc- 
cess of the huge Soviet in- 
dustrial and agricultural enter- 
prises which have been shown 
me in the course of this Siberian 
journey. I had been equally im- 
pressed by the caliber of the 
leaders of these enterprises. 
Such men are, of course, mem- 
bers of the Communist Party. 
But equally, of course, having 
huge jobs. of their own to do, 
they do not function primarily 
as Communists any more than 
the chairman of U.S, Steel func- 
tions primarily as a Republican 
or Walter Reuther functions pri- 
marily as a Democrat.

Voting by Symbols

NEW DELHI (Reuter)—Post- 
ers carrying vivid party sym- 
hols are being plastered up all 
over India as campaigning for 
India’s second general elections 
gets into full swing. 


Polling dates will vary from 
state to state, beginning im 
Orissa and the Punjab on Feb. 
24 and ending on March 14 in 
West Bengal. 

Since 80 per cent of the elec- 
torate cannot read or write, 
each voter will simply take a 
voting slip and drop it in a bal- 
lot box marked with the sym- 
bol of his chosen candidate. 


The choice of symbols is 
therefore important and parties 
try to select one which will ap- 
peal to the sentiments of the 
electorate as well as represent 
their policy. 


Thus, the Congress Party has 
chosen as its symbol a pair of 
yoked bullocks, the same sym- 
bol as for the last general elec- 
tion five years ago. Yoked bul- 
locks are one of the most fami- 
liar sights in India, used by the 
peasant to pull his wooden 
plough and to haul his crops to 
market in heavily laden creak- 
ing carts, and familiar even in 
the cities as draught animals, be- 
sides having the sentimental ap- 
peal that all cattle have for In- 
dians. 

The Communists have’ chosen 
a sickle and an ear of corn. In 


‘the last election, they wanted 


the sickle and hammer, but this 
was refused by the election com- 
mission, so they chose the sickle 
and corn instead. 


To appeal to the masses, the 
Praja Socialist Party has chosen 
the familiar village thatched 
hut. The Praja Socialists are 
a middle-of-the-way Socialist 
group, which is slightly to the 
left of the Congress Party in 
domestic affairs, but which in 
foreign affairs believes in coop- 
eration with the Western dem- 
ocracies rather than with the 
Communist countries. 


The Jan Sangh, a Hindu party 
which hopes to catch the votes 
of the orthodox, appeals to the 
religious sentiments of voters 


by choosing as its symbol a 


small oil. lamp, of the kind 
Hindus burn before their 
deities. 


Only these four have 
sufficient following all over the 
country to be given recognition 
as all-India parties by the elec- 
tion commission. 
minor parties have been recog- 
nized in various states and will 
be represented by their own 
election symbols there. 

The All-India Scheduled 
Castes Federation, the party 
which champions the cause of 
India’s 60,000,000 “untouch- 
ables,” will fight the elections 
in seven out of India’s 14 states 
and has chosen the regal ele 
phant as its symbol. 

A rising sun will be the sym- 
bol of the Ram Rajya Parishad, 
which seeks a government for 
India based on the teachings of 
the Hindu scriptures and epics, 
and dreams of a return to the 
golden days of the ancient 
Hindu heroes. 

Three left-wing parties allied 
to the Communists for the elec-

tions have separate symbols. 
The forward bloc, in Bengal, is 
campaigning with the symbol 
of a lion. The People’s Demo- 
cratic Front, in the Andhra area 
which was formerly part of 
Hyderabad, has chosen a human 
hand; while the revolutionary 
Socialist Party in: Kerala (for- 
merly Travancore-Cochin) has 
chosen a spade, 

Two parties campaigning in 
tribal areas have chosen sym- 
bols at opposite polls. The 
Ganatantra Parishad (People’s 
Party) in Orissa has chosen the 
bow and arrow, still familiar to 
the hunting tribesmen of the 
Orissa jungles. But the Chhota 
Nagpur and Santhal People’s 
Party in the tribal areas of 
Bihar, has chosen a bicycle to 
represent it—often the first sym- 
bol of civilization and increased 
prosperity to be sought by pro- 
gressive tribesmen. 

A bicycle has also been chosen 
as its symbol by the Peasants 
and Workers’ Party in Bombay, 
while the Jharkand Party in 
Bihar has chosen a cock, and 
the Tripura People’s Party, a 
ladder. 

Independent candidates and 
small parties can choose their 
symbols from a long list of offi- 
cially approved signs which 
have not already been claimed 
by the main parties. A few 
symbols which are too obvious- 
ly the property of the nation 
rather than of any individual or 


party—such as the spinning 
wheel which recalls Mahatma 
Gandhi and figures on the In- 
dian flag—are banned from use 


by any party.
